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Mary to rescue as 

man’s heart stops 


Arts centre worker’s training kicks in ahead of dramatic air ambulance landing 



A STAFF member at 
Haverhill Arts Centre 
has been hailed as a 
lifesaver after coming 
to the rescue of a man 
whose heart had 
stopped. 

Mary Argent rushed to 
the aid of Charles Shipp, 
who collapsed on the 
stage while leading a 
singing group during an 
open morning of the 
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town’s U3A group at the 
centre on Tuesday. She 
continued giving CPR 
(cardiopulmonary resus¬ 
citation) to Mr Shipp, 
with help from retired 
police officer Jim Begg, 
until ambulance staff 
arrived to take over. 

The Essex Air Ambulance 
landed in the centre’s car park

and Mr Shipp was taken to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital. 

Mary, 59, from Steeple 
Bumpstead, had attended a 
first aid refresher course with 
other centre staff last week and 


did not hesitate to put her 
training into practice. 

She said: “I was told 
someone had collapsed 
upstairs and I shot up there. I 
will never forget it; he had 
stopped breathing and he was 


like stone, because his heart 
had stopped. 

“I just kept on doing the CPR 
and a man called Jim gave him 
a couple of breaths of mouth -

to-mouth. When he started 
breathing again it was 
incredible how the colour 
came back to his face. 

“The paramedics took over 
and they said we had done 
really well and had saved his 
life. I got a bit emotional 
afterwards - you suddenly 
realise what has happened. 

“I am just so pleased that 
we managed to bring him 
back, I don’t know how I 
would have reacted if we had 
lost him. It is the first time I 
have ever had to do it and I 
was so glad that we had done 
our course last week. 

“I know Mr Shipp and his 
wife as they come into the 
centre quite often for line 
dancing and tea dances, but I 
did not recognise him when I 


started doing CPR. His wife 
came in and said he had eaten 
a meal and was sitting up in 
bed, so I was I really glad to 
know that he is OK.” 

Gordon Mussett, the arts 
centre manager, said he had 
been out when Mr Shipp 
collapsed, but returned to find 
all the staff were coping well 
with the drama. 

He said: “There is no doubt 
that Mary saved his life and I 
am extremely proud of her. All 
the staff at the centre played 
their part as there were a lot of 
people in their 70s here, so we 
had to clear the building, and 
then clear the car park so that 
the air ambulance could land. 

“It is the first incident like 
this that we have had and I 
was really pleased with how 
everyone coped with it.” 


Call-out was second in 
minutes for air ambulance 


A PENSIONER was airlifted to 
hospital after suffering a heart 
attack - just minutes before a 
second air ambulance was 
sent to the aid of a man a few 
miles away. 

A 77-year-old woman was 
treated by medics from the 
East Anglian Air Ambulance 
(EAAA) on Tuesday, following 
a cardiac arrest at her home in 
Simms Lane, Kedington, near 
Haverhill, at around noon. 

Minutes later a second call 
for help was answered by the 
Essex Air Ambulance after Mr 
Shipp collapsed with a 
suspected heart attack at the 
Arts Centre in High Street 

A spokesman for the East 
Anglian Air Ambulance said: 
“We were called first but as 
the other incident had only 
just happened we had to get 
Essex to respond. I have never 
known or heard of two 
incidents happening at the 
same time in such close 


proximity before.” 

In the Kedington incident, 
the clinical team of Dr Tim 
Lightfoot and critical care 
paramedic Neil Flowers were 
flown to the scene by Captain 
Dave Surtees, in Anglia Two, 
and landed in a field in front 
of the house. 

The medical crew worked 
closely with colleagues from 
the East of England 
Ambulance Service NHS 
Trust, who were already on 
scene, to treat the patient. 
She was given pain relief and 
then flown to Papworth where 
she received further 
assessment and specialist 
treatment. 

An East Anglian Air 
Ambulance spokesmansaid: 
“It was important that this 
patient got to Papworth as 
soon as possible as this 
hospital could provide her 
with the specialist treatment 
she needed.”

Sports plans may 
get a cash boost 


TOWN councillors are cons¬ 
idering helping to fund two 
sports plans. 

Members of Haverhill Town Council 
have asked for more information from 
the Haverhill Community Sports 
Association, which runs the New Croft 
football centre in Chalkstone Way - also 
the new home of Haverhill Rovers FC - 
about its plan to fence off a training 
pitch. 

It is also helping a group of adult BMX 
riders to prepare a funding application to 
reinstate a long-overgrown BMX track at 
Parkside. 

The community sports association is 
seeking £4,000 in match funding towards 
the cost of fencing off its second training 
pitch, for which it already has planning 
permission. 

In its funding application, the 
association says for the past year, its 
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football development programme has 
been taking place on the open pitch, 
involving juniors, women and adult 
players. 

Their statement said: “An enclosed area 
will prevent the current persistent dog 
fouling problem and rubbish, glass 
bottles etc, being left on the playing 
surface. It will create a safe environment 
for all the children in the community to 
participate in club activities on a safe 
surface, away from this dog fouling and 
glass. 

“It is considered that the proposed 
development will act as a catalyst for 
sporting regeneration in the area and will 
enhance the opportunities for both 
formal and informal matches of 
community football and training on the 


site and as such will bring benefits to the 
wider community of Haverhill.” 

There are seven teams who require an 
enclosed, fenced-off pitch as part of their 
FA ground requirements, with only one 
available at the site at present. 

A fenced-off area is also required for its 
community disability programme, as well 
as school club link and children’s 
coaching activities. 

A report to town councillors said that 
the £30,000 cost of providing a BMX 
facility in Bury St Edmunds had come 
from a since-closed Lottery funding 
programme. 

A St Edmundsbury Borough Council 
officer is working with the Haverhill 
individuals, who currently have to travel 
to Bury St Edmunds or Braintree to ride 
competitively, to prove a need for the 
facility. This would be essential to any 
funding bid, which would be supported 
by the town council.

A PENSIONER is warning dog owners to 
be on their guard after her pet was 
attacked by another dog and left with 
blood pouring from its ear. 

The woman, who asked not to be 
identified, said her husband was 
standing outside the Tesco store in 
Haverhill on Sunday morning with his 
dog on a lead when it was bitten on the 
ear by another dog. The culprit is 
described as a dirty white coloured 
Staffordshire bull terrier-type on a lead. 
The two people with the dog walked off 
on to the Chalkstone estate and refused 
to give any information about 
themselves or their dog.

“It sent such a strong message out 
that you can lose your home, and we 
would consider using it again if we felt 
it was necessary. 

“It has reduced the problem, but it 
has not gone away. We want people to 
be vigilant, and it is not just about the 
drugs, it is also the anti-social 
behaviour which affects people’s 
quality of life, which is not acceptable. 

“If people see a lot of comings and 
goings, people staying for only a short 
period of time, undesirable people 
hanging about on the street, we would 
like them to get in touch. 

“We will not drag them to court to 
give evidence - they don’t have to give a 
name. We will seek other evidence of 
the activity going on and take action on 
it.”

continues 

PARKING tickets have been 
handed out to 78 motorists in 
the past four weeks as police 
continue their campaign 
against illegally-parked cars in 
Haverhill town centre. 

Earlier this year, the issue of 
cars illegally parked on the 
pavements and elsewhere in 
the High Street was identified 
as a priority for the town’s 
police safer neighbourhood 
teams. 

At an SNT meeting earlier 
this month, it was reported 
that more than 400 warnings 
were issued in the educational 
phase of the campaign, but 
only 15 tickets had been issued 
once the enforcement phase 
began. 

Yellow lines in the street had 
to be repainted, as they were 
so faint that parking restric¬ 
tions could not be enforced. 
However, those attending the 
SNT meeting insisted that the 
issue should continue to be a 
policing priority and that more 
tickets should be issued. 

Sgt Sarah Bartley of 
Haverhill Police said said: 
“Some people are very 
supportive of it, like a woman 
who said she can never push 
her pushchair along the 
pavement because of parked 
cars. Others say haven’t we got 
anything better to do, but we 
try to explain that it is not our 
choice. It is what the public 
want us to do, so we will 
continue doing it.” 


Mum makes 
vaccine plea 


A MUM whose son 
survived a serious 
attack of meningitis is 
calling on the Govern¬ 
ment to push for a 
vaccine. 

Gail Truman from 
Haverhill knows first-hand 
of the devastating effects of 
the disease. 

She said: “My son lack 
became ill with mening¬ 
ococcal meningitis during 
his first-year exams at 
university in 2006. 

“Unfortunately his symp¬ 
toms were not diagnosed 
immediately and I was 
concerned enough to go and 
collect him and take him to 
hospital. 

“He was very ill for an 
unbearable three to four 
days, not knowing what the 
outcome was going to be. 

“He had severe problems 
with his eyesight for a 
couple of weeks but now 
seems fully recovered. Early 
diagnosis is absolutely vital 
and we were so lucky with 
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the final outcome so I am 
supporting this campaign to 
ensure everyone is aware of 
the dangers of the disease 
and to ensure every child is 
vaccinated against Men B.” 

Meningitis and 

septicaemia are deadly 
diseases that can strike 
anyone without warning, 
killing one in 10 and leaving 
a quarter of survivors with 
lifelong after-effects. 

Mrs Truman is supporting 
the Meningitis Research 
Foundation (MRF)’s cam¬ 
paign Counting the Cost of 
Meningitis, which shows the 
shocking lifelong financial 
costs of surviving meningitis 
and septicaemia and is 
calling on the Government 
to pursue the widest and 
earliest implementation of 
vaccines to prevent the 
diseases. 

Christopher Head, chief 
executive of MRF said: 
“Counting the Cost of 


Meningitis shows how those 
who survive can struggle to 
come to terms with the 
impact of these horrific 
diseases which change lives 
forever. 

“Our campaign makes 
practical recommendations 
to Government to reduce the 
burden of disease through 
vaccination in the UK. 

“Vaccination provides 
peace of mind for every 
parent across the country 
and to date over 4,000 
people agree with us and 
have signed our online 
petition at www.

Nothing has been done 
at Bartlow Crossroads 


Sir, following the tragic car 
crash on the A1307 (‘New 
safety fears after fatal 
crash, Weekly News, 
September 22), I was 
reminded of the letter I 
sent to you in 2008 
following the tragic death 
of a second teenager at 
Cardinals Green. The road 
at this junction has now, 
thankfully, been improved. 
However, I also made 
mention of the Bartlow 
Crossroads junction: 
“Bartlow crossroads is 
another area desperate for 
improvement. 

“Last week, my daughter, 
while waiting to turn right 
towards Bartlow, had to 
swerve back into the traffic 
to avoid a car coming 
towards her overtaking the 
traffic coming down the 
hill from Haverhill. 

“How many other near 


misses like this happen on 
this ‘death trap’ road every 
day? On pulling out onto 
the A13071 always feel I 
am taking my life into my 
own hands as the cars 
speeding down the hill are 
on you so quickly.” 
However, nothing has 
been done to improve the 
Bartlow Crossroads, in the 
three and a half years 
since I wrote that letter. 

I also forwarded it to 
James Paice MP and the 
council - and nothing has 
been done. 

How many more tragic 
road crashes must we see 
at this junction before they 
put in a much needed 
roundabout or traffic 
lights?

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Bright future on the cards for MP 


TORY backbencher Matthew 
Hancock is tipped to go far - by 
a special edition of the Top 
Trumps game. 

The West Suffolk MP is the 
only Parliamentarian from the 
region to feature in the cards 
launched by Sky News to 
coincide with the main political 
parties’ conference season. 

He gets a nine out of 10 for 


career potential, beaten only by 
Prime Minister David Cameron, 
and level with Chancellor 
George Osborne. 

Mr Hancock used to be Mr 
Osborne’s chief of staff and is 
described as “a cerebral 
member of the Notting Hill set” 
on the card. He gets six out of 
20 for “gaffability”, and a 50 per 
cent score for “fanciability”. 


Other scores are the number 
of Twitter followers -1,395, in 
Mr Hancock’s case - and the 
number of debates attended this 
session - 72. 

Praised as “earnest and 
clever”, Mr Hancock’s card 
adds: “His casual attire includ 
some rather interesting 
jumpers and he once worked 
as a horse catcher at Aintree.” 



Driver swapped 
seats mid-chase 


A DISQUALIFIED driver 
swapped seats with his 
passenger during a police 
chase, a court heard. 

Jonathan Jolly, 36, of Dunsey 
Wood Close, Haverhill, denied 
dangerous driving and driving 
while disqualified but was found 
guilty by a jury. 

Jolly and a passenger in a 
heavily-loaded van had swapped 
seats as police officers attempted 
to stop the vehicle, the jury was 
told. They were driving at 30mph 
at the time. 

Patricia Doggett, prosecuting, 
said a police officer had seen Jolly 
driving before the switch. 


Ipswich Crown Court saw a 
video recording made from the 
police car of the incident in which 
the van, which was carrying scrap 
metal, was swerving about the 
road. 

After Jolly and his passenger 
swapped seats the van went on to 
be involved in collisions with 
three cars. Finally it hit a 
lamppost and two men were seen 
running away. 

The incident took place in 
Sudbury, and on the A134 near 
Sudbury, last November. Jolly was 
arrested almost a fortnight later 
by a police officer who recognised 
him as being the van driver. 

When interviewed, Jolly told 


police it was a case of “mistaken 
identity”. 

In court, he continued to claim 
that he had not been at the wheel, 
stating he had not even been in 
the van. 

He accepted that at the time he 
had been a disqualified driver. 

Giving evidence, Paul 
Merchant, currently serving a 
four-and-a-half year sentence for 
burglary, told the jury he had been 
a passenger in the van and 
claimed that Jolly had not been 
driving or present. 

Merchant said he evaded police 
by hiding in a wheelie bin. 

Judge John Holt told Jolly he 
would be sentenced at a later date.

Not long married, 
Sarah King and 
her husband were 
looking forward to 
a happy family life 
together. But 
within a few short 
years, Andrew 
was unable to 
walk, talk or feed 
himself. In a 
heartbreaking 
interview with 
Alice Ryan, Sarah 
tells how early- 
onset Alzheimer’s 
stole Andrew 
away from her at 
a devastatingly 
young age - and 
how proud she is 
that, despite 
everything, he still 
hasn’t given up

T URN the clock 
back 10 years 
and Andrew 
King was living an 
almost charmed life. A 
scientist by profession, 
he had a great job. He 
was close to his family 
and had a huge 
network of friends. 

And hed not long 
married Sarah, the 
wife he adored; the 
couple were trying for 
a family of their own. 

Then, out of the blue, 
everything changed. 

Andrew became depressed. 
He stopped coping at work: 
forced to quit his career as a 
scientist, he took a job 
stacking supermarket 
shelves. He kept getting 
speeding fines and pranging 
the car; eventually, he wrote 
it off altogether. 

Though neither he nor 
Sarah knew it, Andrew was 
showing the signs of early- 
onset Alzheimer’s. Officially 
diagnosed five years ago, 
aged just 43, the decline in 
his health was swift and 
sharp: now 48, Andrew is in 
full-time care. Unable to 
walk, talk or feed himself, 
he’s doubly incontinent and 
can barely move. 

“The carers think he still 
recognises me - apparently 
he looks round when he 
hears my voice - but I’m not 
sure whether he knows me 


or not,” admits Sarah. “To 
be honest, Andrew’s quite 
literally like a big baby. 

“When he was diagnosed, 
we were told he had five to 
eight years; the five years are 
already up. Part of me wants 
him to live forever, and part 
of me wants it all over with. 

“I’m quite scared of what 
life is going to be like 
without him: at the 
moment, my life is 
structured round him. And 
then there’s the being a 
widow thing... At the 
moment, no matter how 
hard things are, I’ve still got 
a husband. 

“It might sound strange, 
but I’m very proud of 
Andrew. I’m proud of the 
fact he’s still hanging in 
there: he hasn’t given up. 
And he’s stayed true to the 
man he was. He was such a 
lovely, gentle person - and 
he’s still lovely and gentle 
now.” 

Sarah, who lives in 
Linton, said: “I want people 
to know that Alzheimer’s 
affects young people, as well 
as old. And I want them to 
realise that it doesn’t just 
affect individuals, it affects 
whole families.” 

Sarah and Andrew met in 
1997. She had moved to 
Cambridge from her native 
Devon to work for the 
Ministry of Defence in 
Waterbeach. Joining the 
local branch of the 
Intervarsity Club, she met 
Andrew at a social event; 


despite thinking he was ‘a 
real scruff bag’, there was an 
instant attraction. 

“I developed a bit of a 
crush on him,” laughs 
Sarah. “He came back to 
mine for coffee one night 
and we ended up talking 
about what we were looking 
for in an ideal partner. We 
agreed it was a friend who 
made us laugh. 

“After that night, I sent 
him a silly note. Then I felt a 
bit embarrassed and was 
quite prepared to forget all 
about it. 

“But Andrew called me 
up and said 'Shall we go for 
a drink and sort this thing 
out?’... Six weeks later we 
were talking about getting 
engaged.” 

The couple went on their 
first date in the April, got 
engaged in the July, and by 
August had moved in 
together. A fairytale white 
wedding - at Linton Village 
Church, then Chilford Hall - 
soon followed. 

“It all happened quite 
quickly, yet it felt so natural. 

I can remember asking one 
of my friends, when she got 
married, how she knew her 
husband was The One. She 
said ‘You just know’ - and 
that’s so true. I just knew. 

“Andrew had a great sense 
of humour, a lovely big smile 
... He was straightforward, 
honest and kind. He was just 
such a nice man.” 

A year after their 
marriage, the couple started 
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trying for a baby, but with 
no success. After having 
numerous tests, they opted 
for fertility treatment; 
undergoing a type of IVF 
known as ICSI 
(intracytoplasmic sperm 
injection), they agreed to 
have three rounds, 
stopping when Sarah hit 40. 

“Up until I met Andrew I 
was never bothered about 
getting married and having 
children. But meeting him 
changed all that.” 

The first attempt at IVF 
failed. And then the 
treatment was put on hold 
- because Andrew’s health 
had already begun to 
deteriorate. 

“To start with, we 
thought he was depressed. 
His granddad died, and he 
was very close to his 
granddad. Then he lost his 
own father. 

“Things were getting 
harder for him at work. And 
his driving went a bit 
funny: there were a lot of 
wing mirrors being clipped 
and he got speeding fine 
after speeding fine - he got 
three in a row on the 
Elizabeth Way bridge in 
Cambridge. 

“At the time I remember 
thinking 'If you really loved 
me, you wouldn’t be doing 
these things’.” 

Unable to hold down his 
high-flying job as a 
geneticist, Andrew took a 
job stacking shelves in a 
supermarket instead. But 
even that proved too much: 
the very day he was 
diagnosed with dementia, 
bosses called him into an 
emergency meeting - and 
said his work was simply 
not up to scratch, he either 
had to resign or be sacked. 

Having been such a 
capable man, Sarah says 
Andrew found losing 
control over his life, his 
mind and body very tough 
at times. “In the end he 
wrote off the car, so I did all 
the driving. We’d be going 
along and he was happy as 
Larry one minute; the next 
I’d look round and he was 
in tears.” 

It was a letter from 
Andrew’s mum that 
ultimately led to the 
dementia diagnosis. “We 
went to a family party and 


how many visits - months 
and months - for me to be 
able to drive off without 
having a little cry in the 
car.” 

Within two years of his 
diagnosis, Andrew couldn’t 
walk or feed himself 
unaided and struggled to 
speak. Then, two and a half 
years ago, he stopped being 
able to eat at all; because of 
his young age, doctors 
agreed to fit a feeding tube. 
“If it wasn’t for the tube, he 
wouldn’t be here now,” 
Sarah explains. 

Sarah visits Andrew 
several times a week, every 
week, despite his care 
home being in March - an 
hour’s drive away. It is, she 
admits, hard to see him as 
he is now: a shell of the 
man he used to be. The 
impact of Andrew’s illness 
has been enormous not 
only for her, but for his 
whole family - especially 
his mother and siblings. 

As a result of their 
abandoned IVF treatment, 
Sarah and Andrew still had 
two viable embryos on 
hold. “Andrew always said I 
should do what I wanted, 
but I didn’t want to go 
ahead and try to get 
pregnant without him; I 
never wanted to be a 
parent on my own. So the 
embryos were donated to 
stem cell research. 

“The fact I won’t ever 
have children is beginning 
to feel more real now, not 
least because I’m about to 
be 44.1 know I’m going to 
be a widow without any 
children. I’ll never get to see 
our children grow up, leave 
school, get married and 
become a grandmother. 

“For a long time, it’s felt 
like my life has been on 
pause. I couldn’t bring 
myself to sort out his 
clothes, or clear out any of 
his things. Now I am trying 
to plan firings - go on 
holiday, go out with friends 
- and make another life for 
myself. 

“I wouldn’t wish this on 
anybody, yet I wouldn’t 
wish for a life without 
Andrew in it. Nothing 
changes the fact I’m still 
very proud to say this 
wonderful man is my 
husband.” 


he was limping quite badly 
- the limp was, it turned 
out, another symptom; a 
sign that the signals from 
his brain just weren’t 
working. She wrote us a 
letter saying she could see 
so many worrying changes 
in him.” 

Subsequently referred to 
the memory clinic at 
Addenbrooke’s, Andrew 
underwent a wide range of 
tests. In September 2006, 
doctors said he was 
suffering from a form of 
dementia; in November, 
they confirmed it was early- 
onset Alzheimer’s disease. 

The most common form 
of dementia, Alzheimer’s is 
an incurable, degenerative 
and, ultimately, terminal 
condition. Caused by so- 
called ‘plaques’ and 
‘tangles’ in the brain - 
damaged neurons, which 
lead to the death of brain 
cells - it results in a raft of 
symptoms: confusion, 
memory loss, mood 
swings, impaired language 
skills and, eventually, the 
breakdown of basic bodily 
functions. 

The diagnosis was, says 
Sarah, a horrible shock. 
Dealing with her husband’s 
rapid decline was a 
challenge, both emotion¬ 
ally and in practical terms. 
“I was working in London 
then. Andrew became 
doubly incontinent and I’d 
come home at night to find 
he hadn’t made it to the 
toilet in time; messes all 
over the place. 

“His behaviour wasn’t 
always easy. He’d do the 
most frustrating things. I 
clearly remember, just 
before he was diagnosed, 
yelling at him right in the 
middle of Saffron Walden. I 
have no idea what had 
happened; now I look back 
and wish like anything I 
hadn’t yelled... 

“It got to the stage where 
I couldn’t go anywhere, 
even into the next room, 
without him following me. 
And I realised that I 
couldn’t cope anymore.” 

Sarah made the decision 
for Andrew to go into full¬ 
time care. “Leaving him 
was so hard. It felt like I was 
leaving a part of myself 
behind. It took I don’t know

Y love for 
cooking 
took me by 

surprise. 

I am a young mum of 
two delightful children, a 
girl of 8 and a little boy of 
4.1 wasn’t much of a 
cook in the beginning, 
and found it difficult 
trying to think of 
different meals to cook 
for the family.

F ROM freezing 

Lancashire church halls 
to the bright lights of 
Broadway, via the cobbles of 
Coronation Street , Tracie 
Bennett’s career has been a 
slow-burning success. 

Known to many as the Street’s 
feisty bride Sharon Gaskell, Bennett 
has recently burst afresh into the 
public eye with her unanimously 
acclaimed performance as Judy 
Garland in the celebrated West End 
show End of the Rainbow. 

The plot homes in on the final 
weeks of Garland’s life which, 
weighed down by a dependence on 
alcohol and prescription drugs, has 
grown ever more turbulent. Poised 
for another comeback, Garland has 
come to London to perform at the 
Talk of the Town with her latest, and 
youngest, fiance in tow. Offering 
alternate insights into her private

Sadly, Garland’s story of talent strangled by 
addiction is one which resurfaces time and 
again. Speaking before Amy Winehouse’s death, 
Bennett brings up the singer’s shambolic 
performance in Belgrade earlier this year. 

“Did you see her?” she asks. “I just thought, 
‘God love you! ’. Did you see her eyes? Gone. 
And you see that in certain footage of Judy.” 

Bennett’s extensive research for the role of 
Garland - the Minnesota girl, born Frances 
Gumm, who became one of Hollywood’s 
brightest stars - began 10 years ago when she 
was asked to play her in a smaller stage 
production, which today’s hit grew out of. 

“That play was the embryo of the play we’re 
doing today,” she explains. “Some of the scenes 
are similar, and we knew it was based on Judy 
Garland, but were worried about libel issues. 
Anyway, (TV and theatre writer) Peter Quilter 
re-wrote it, and then the play emerged in the 
form it’s in now.” 

End of the Rainbow opened in Northampton 
in 2010, before its successful West End run, 
which has seen Bennett catapulted from her rep 
theatre roots to West End royalty. Still, she 
remains fiercely humble, and as lacking in ego 
as her alter ego was full of it. 

“I’ve done rep for 30 years and I’d never seen 
audiences standing up,” she confesses, when I 
bring up the standing ovation she met with on 
opening night. “I was looking behind me, 
thinking the band might be doing something! 

“Then I realised, all that training and 
everything I’d gone through had finally been 
appreciated. So I’ve been thrilled with how 
everything’s gone, but it’s hard to believe 
sometimes. 

“And it’s not just me, it’s not a one-woman 
show,” she adds. “I’m delighted for everyone: the 
crew, the designer, the actors and the producers.”

TINKER TAILOR SOLDIER

A NEW adaptation of Tinker Tailor 
Soldier Spy was always going to 
raise the hackles of John le Carre 
purists who adored John Irvin’s 
1979 mini-series starring Sir Alec 
Guinness. 

Tomas Alfredson’s film could never 
compete on an equal footing with its 
Bafta award-winning predecessor. 
You can’t achieve the same depth of 
character and plot development in 
two hours as you can in seven 
episodes of television. 

While scriptwriters Bridget O’Connor 
and Peter Straughan have truncated 
le Carre’s novel, they retain the 
choking air of suspense that has us 
holding our breaths until the stunning 
final frame. 

Alfredson demonstrates the same 
virtuosity behind the camera as he 
did in the 2008 vampire story Let 
The Right One In. 

He frames every shot with precision, 
overhearing conversations in 
darkened hallways or through walls 
as if we are the spies, gathering 
evidence about the characters’ 
wrong-doings.

Living in the 
outdoors 


D itch your old 
traditional wood 
furniture, trusty 
barbecue and bowling 
green lawn to make way 
for carpets of blue, crystal 
rocking chairs and state- 
of-the-art cookers in your 
outside space of the 
future, which once used to 
be lovingly called a 
garden. 

Modern garden carpets and 
outdoor mgs mingle with 
crystal-like rocking chairs in a 
riot of colours, oversized outdoor 
sofas and rubberised tables in the 
24-hour garden theme at this 
year’s Grand Designs Live at 
Birmingham’s NEC. 

The weird and wacky furniture 
is accompanied by what can only 
be described as altars to outdoor 
dining, featuring enormous 
barbecues equipped with in-built 
refrigerators underneath to keep 
all your beverages and food cold. 

Out-of-this-world heating 
solutions, outdoor lighting and

entertainment technology all 
feature at the heart of the 
exhibition in Grand Gardens, 
showing visitors how they can 
use their garden as an extra 
entertaining and living space all 
year round. 

The core of the inspiration is 
The 24 Hour Garden, in which 
three interactive show gardens 
transform from day to night in 
minutes - an ‘outdoor living 
room’, complete with a ‘floating 
carpet’, the ‘tranquil escape’, 
with its unique boulder lounger 
and driftwood panelled walls, 
and the ‘contemporary kitchen 
garden for entertaining’, with its 
tea cup wall and bold dining set. 


However, there’s a limit to 
extending the season - and no 
one's going to be out there fine- 
dining in the pouring rain, agrees 
award-winning TV garden 
designer James Alexander- 
Sinclair, who will be discussing 
The 24 Hour Garden at this 
year’s show. 

“The point of 24-hour 
gardening is not so much sitting 
in it, but looking at it. You can sit 
in your sitting room and power a 
switch and there you have it.” 

Does he approve of outdoor 
garden carpet? There's a large 
pause followed by a snigger. 

“I’m not quite sure what the 
point of it is,” he concedes. 
“Outdoor carpet’s a marvellous 
idea if you like outdoor 
hoovering. But it’s part of the 
idea of the garden being an extra 
room to the house.” 

However, he’s more open 
minded to new-fangled furniture 
making its way into the great 
outdoors. 

“There’s something rather 
wonderful about taking bits of 
inside outside. I remember one 
lunch party where we just took 



all the furniture outside and put 
it on the lawn. It was weird, 
wonderful and exciting.” 

Alexander-Sinclair comes up 
with somewhat more 
conventional ways of enjoying 
your garden all year round, such 
as placing winter-flowering 
plants with strong scents like 
Sarcococca confusa or winter¬ 
flowering honeysuckle (Lonicera 
fragrantissima) near your front 
door. 

“You will catch the scent as 
you fumble for your front door 
key - and that is using your 


garden in the winter. 

“Lighting certainly extends the 
life of the garden as seasons 
change, so you are not just 
looking at plants but the effect of 
light on plants when planning 
your garden for the year. 

“You can sit there with the fire 
blazing and if you light your 
garden properly you can see all 
the skeletons and shadows of 
your garden, which extends the 
life of your garden, as does a 
pond with a fountain with a light 
in it.” 

In winter, clipped hedges such

as yew and box look fantastic, 
even in frost. 

“Anything clipped and 
architectural, with crisp lines, 
looks good in winter. In summer 
plants are diaphanous, fluffy and 
wafting about. It’s like people. In 
summer we all wander about in 
pretty, floaty things, but in winter 
we are wrapped up

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
IJ available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 


□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Q Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


I Q Send off change of address cards. 

■ Q Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move.

WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

□ Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

□ Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night! 


ON MOVING DAY: 


Strip beds and pack bedding and nightclothes.

A NEW version of 
a much-loved 
sports car is to be 
produced on the 
site of one of the 
UK’s most famous 
motor plants, it 
has been 

announced. 

UK automotive 
company CPP Global 
Holdings had already 
said it was bringing 
manufacturing back to 
Jaguar’s former Browns 
Lane site in Coventry 

Yesterday, CPP said 
it would engineer, 
develop and build an 
all-new Jensen 

Interceptor, with 
deliveries to customers 
beginning in 2014. 

The announcement 
is a further boost to 
the UK motor industry 
following yesterday’s 
news that Jaguar Land 
Rover was investing 
£355 million to build 
low-emission engines 
at a business park near 
Wolverhampton in the 


West Midlands, 
potentially creating 
thousands of new jobs. 

A much-admired GT 
model, the Jensen 
Interceptor was 
originally built 
between 1966 and 
1976. 

CPP said a team of 
Coventry-based design 
consultants employed 
by the Jensen brand’s 
owners, Healey Sports 
Cars Switzerland Ltd, 
had completed the 
design of the new 
Interceptor, which has 
already gained 

“significant customer 
interest”. 

The public unveiling 
of the Interceptor is 
planned for late 2012, 
with deliveries starting 
in 2014. Annual 
production numbers 
and pricing are yet to 
be confirmed. 

Brendan O’Toole, 
founder and co-owner 
of CPP, said: “I started 
my career by restoring 
bodies and compon¬

THE Volkswagen Jetta Sport 
2.0TDI DSG took the top honour in 
its price Class and went on to be 
voted overall winner of the 29th 
Caravan Club Towcar of the Year 
Competition. 

It was judged the winner by a 
panel of 11 judges who applauded 
its suave design, its practicality as 
a caravanning family car and its 
great performance when towing in 
a variety of situations. 

Held, as in previous years, at the 
Millbrook Proving Ground in 
Bedfordshire, the Competition 
attracted 30 entrants. 

Class wins in the Competition 
also went to the Skoda Superb 
Estate Elegance 2.0 DSG; the 
Volkswagen Touareg Escape 3.0 
V6TDI and the Volvo V60 D5AWD 
Volvo Ocean Race. 

From these Class winners the 
sleek, stylish and very capable 
Volkswagen Jetta Sport emerged 
as the overall victor. 

The results of the competition 
were announced at The Caravan 
Club Towcar of the Year Awards 
ceremony at the Royal Automobile 
Club in London on Wednesday. 

Special guest, former Formula 1 
driver Johnny Herbert, attended the 
testing regime at Millbrook and 
then presented the prized Class 
awards to representatives from the 
winning manufacturers at the 
Awards ceremony. 

Johnny Herbert says: “It was a 
real eye-opener being at Millbrook 
seeing all the cars being put

through their paces, they really are 
put to the towing test.” 

Of course, producing a good car 
for towing isn’t just about having 
lots of torque and large door 
mirrors. Because the very 
business of towing a caravan or 
trailer requires extra concentration 
and demands lower average 
speeds, making journeys longer - 
all of which puts extra strain on the 
driver. 

The Towcar of the Year awards, 
now in their 30th year, are not so 
much about trophy winning, more 
an invaluable and a definitive guide 
for members of the Caravan Club. 

There are two parts to the 
judging, and two sets of judges. 
The first, caravanability - a word 
which doesn’t yet appear in any 


English dictionary but perfectly 
summarises the testing and 
measuring of the competing cars’ 
load space, cargo access, seating, 
towball and cable anchorage, 
nose-weight, and operating costs. 

Furthermore, to ensure all the 
cars compete on a ’level playing 
field’, ballast is then added to 
replicate the weight of an average 
family, and their luggage. 

Second, it was the turn of the 
driving judges. With each car 
hitched to the same model of 
Bailey caravan, acceleration, 
stability and emergency braking 
could be performed in the safe 
environment on Millbrook’s high¬ 
speed bowl. 

The cars’ traction and handling 
was further tested on the Alpine 


pass - a secluded ribbon of 
twisting tarmac with heroic 
inclines and taxing descents. 

After all the exercises are 
completed, marks are then 
awarded, with the highest scoring 
cars taking the honours in their 
individual price classes. 

From the list of class winners the 
judges all then vote on their 
personal choice for Towcar of the 
Year. 

The class winners all delivered 
strongly in the various tests, but 
the overall prize went to the 
Volkswagen Jetta Sport 2.0-litre 
TDI DSG - hardly surprising as it 
combines refinement, comfort, 
sound driving dynamics and 
genuine kerb appeal with the 
obvious diesel power and its 
super-smart DSG transmission.

Stuart Jackson, chairman 
of TyreSafe, said: ‘For any 
driver concerned about their 
safety on the road during the 
winter, our advice is simple: 
winter weather tyres are the 
safest option. 

He added: ‘Take a look at 
the Seat demonstration 
movie and then you can 
make an informed choice 
about whether to fit them or 
not, but I’m sure most will 
agree that the results are 
very convincing - and the 
potential outcome is 
frightening.’ 

Nigel Griggs, head of 
aftersales at Seat UK, 
explained: ‘The value of 
winter tyres really cannot 
be overestimated.
